Neither was tliis fir{t natural eftace of man unknown to ma- 
ny where the HolyScriprures never came\sfor the foundation 
of Pythagor.75 Piniloſophy we find is the ſame, and hath had 
the fortunc ro continue in the Baſtern parts to this day, 
when ir could not do {o with thole that hadl it immediately 
from heaven ; likewile Heſiod , with a kind of divine ſpirir 
tells us, that Humane ſuſtenance, if there were any Hu- 
mane remperance, might lic in ſo narrow a compaſſe rhac 
he ſhould nor need to pur his Oxen and Mules into the 
yoke of (very, if ic were not a curſe that Zupiter had 
laid upon him tor Prom? theus bold rhetfr of fire from hea- 
ven, the knowledge of gond and evill, thar is, the ſtating 
of ic himſelf as he thought fic ; for we find not that God 
pur any confin-menr to the thoughts and ſoul of man, to 
the matrer of ſecking good and cvill in the natural ſpecu- 


lation inco himſelf, or any of the creatures, that were his 


companions, but on the conrrary gave encouragement to- 
wards it;for we ſce he had leave co call che creatures before 
him, and give names tothem proper'to their narures and 
habits, and by thar means to propogarte the arr of Etmo'ory 
in the world, that bting the firſt principle upon which all 
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his Morals, it was that unhappy Philoſopby thar cauſcd 
borh all his own ſorrow, and that of ocher creatures, for 
our pride and ſelf opinion firſt raughr us ro praiſe Ti- 


ranny and blood-ſhedding over other creatures, the next | 
thing that followed was periccution and ſlavery of one ano- , 


ther; neither did man then onely learn ro deſtroy man , 
bur by his example other creatures learned the ſame cruelty 
over one another; for in the image of the ſtate of inno- 
cency, we find it received, that man did nor fall! alone, 
bur che whole world fell with him ; Cazz gave an example 
of murder ro the next Bird or Beaſt that was ſtronger 
then his Brother ; and I remember it ro be an obſervation 
of the ever renowned DoRor Hernz, that thoſe crearures 
that are moſt in ſociety with us, learn our luſt and habits 
of 1if- of us, evento ſucha degree that we fee Dogs ant 
Swine vary from the appointed rimes of generation ſer by 
other crearures, and are ar any time (as Man is) capable of 
it; now when man, or a tew men, by Strengih or Elo- 
quence had {ſubdued many, rhe next thing that followed, 
was that unhappy thing we call Propriety, to ſuch a parr of 
the world as they could maintain ; and here. it was the 
foul of man, that was born to know onely the oppoſites of 
pain and pleaſure, as they were confin'd to-his bodily E- 
ſtare, grew to fix them moſt unhappily upon all things 
without him, untill his life became capable to aftord him 
norhing that was fimple, nor is he able ro enjoy any thing 
for fear of its oppoſite, thy like a terribie ſhadow ( much 
longer then the ſubſtance) walks Ni!l alovg with h.shap- 
pines; for fo ſoon as the names of 3'ealth and Poverty were 
deiin'd inthe worid, all manner of Appetircs, like a Sea, 
when a Sluce is plucked ur, came in upon Mankind : True 
It is, one would think that the intentions of Propriery 
were to keep away the notions of Poverty, 111 upon ſecond

we ſee teaches us where we cannot enlarge the quanriry of 
our Territorics. to ſeek ſtill ſome way to improve the qua- 
liry thereof, that by that means when we cannor exccll

liccle cy'dent in the invention of Tillage, # rÞbing which

to it , for we find not bread to be ſuch an eflcntial 
ſykenance ro the body of man, bur that by experience 
it can ſubſiſt withour ir; and moreover , we fhnd not 
by AHrrodets and D;jedorus Stculrs  . that in E2ypt, 
from whence they ſuppoſe Mankind ar fuſt ro have 
come , bur thar it was of late in Cuſtome z nor which js 
more, do we at ths day find that any of the moſt Southern 
Climares have a ſoyl that will hear any of thoſe grains 
vhich we count our life incheſe S:prentreon climares, ſubliſts 
upan; and therefore racher for the ſatisfying of_the mind, 
then other neceſſity, thoſe thar make yoyages thither make 
lome thing as like ic as they can of any thing thit comes .

Now though we ought to receive thoſe curſes, 
that it pleaſerh God to lay upon us for our rebellions, with 
patience and ſubmiſſion, yer ſure ir is a great miſtake to 
call chem Bleſſings, and by that means exalr our ſelves 
from thoſe very means that are given. us for our humilia- 
tion; for ſo is i withus when we admire our ſelves for our 
Arts and Inventions, which ar che beſt are bur ſupports to 
our infirmiries, diſpiſing innocent life whereever we hear 
of ir with the title of Barbariſm ; inſfomuch that 1 have 
often thoughr with my ſclf, that had we now a vifon of 
the garden of Efen, and Adam ſcarcd in it again with all 
his feliciry, we ſhould, for the poor wretch his good, defire 
toreach him forme of our good mannes and good hul-
